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INDIAN ELECTIONS. 


A GLOUMY OUTLOOK. 


(Reuter’s Service) 
‘London, November 23. 

The Indian Legislative Assembly and the Provincial Councils 
were recently dissolved on completion of their triennial terms. 
Elections ate now proceeding and will conclude in mid-December. 
‘The two main Indian parties are the Liberals, who are still willing 
‘to assist the British andthe Swarajists, or non-co-operators. Se far 
the elections bave been characterised by apathy and it is estimated 
that only forty per cent. of the electorate are voting. 

The outstanding feature has been the success uf the Swaraj 
candidates. particularly in the’ Bombay Presidency. where thay have 
won 25 seats out of sixty. Elsewhere the results are most incom- 
plete, bat in Bengal a sensation has beea caused by the defeat of 
Mr. Das, the Advocate General and leader of the Constitutional 
Party by a Swarajist. The Liberal reverses are attrihuted so inferior 
organisation, the belief that thes “are subservient. disatisfaction 
with the Kenya settlement. the Viceroy > exercise of his prerogative 
as regards the salt tar and his announcement that India muse wait 
six years foro revision of the Constitution. The outlook is gloomy 
as already several of the ablest Indian politicians have been de- 
feated at the polls and replaced by men determined to hamper the 
work of Government if their unreasonable demands are not con- 
ceded. The Swarajists’ election manifesto declared shat “should the 
British refuse to concede us effective control of the machinery of 
Government our members will resort to a policy of uniform and 
contingous obstruction with a view to making government through 
the Assembly and Councils impossible.”

In the Courts. 


. Strange things “happen in 
Hongkong Courts. -That thought 
occurred to us a.couple of days 
ago when, during a -Court 
Martial, one of the three mem- 
bers of Court left the Bench, went 
into: the witness-box and gave 
evidence on béhalf of tha accused. 

This may be “a way they have 
in the Army,” but we have never 
befcre encountered such an 
unususl occurrence.
